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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as 
provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

In the specification: 

Page 6, line 1, "21 and 22 connect d together by scr ws 23." has been changed to 
-21 and 22 connected together by screws 23.-. 
In the claims: 
Claim 21 

Line 8, "semicylindrical half bearing race;" has been changed to 
-semicylindrical half bearing race, the seat having on each main side a 
respective horizontally extending step;-. 

Line 17, "secondary sides pressed against seats" has been changed to 
—secondary sides pressed against the steps of the seats-. 
Claims 21 and 25 have been canceled. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
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claims are allowable because the prior art fails to teach that the secondary sides of the 
secondary frame pressed against the steps of the vertical seats of the main sides of the 
mains frame as set forth in claim 20. 

Regarding claim 20, Bolton (4,428,265) teaches a machine 1 capable of 
cross cutting a material web including a main frame part unitarily formed with a pair 
if transversely spaced main sides and with at least one main transverse extending 
transversely between the main sides. Bolton also teaches a secondary frame with a 
pair of transversely spaced secondary sides and with at least one secondary traverse 
extending transverse between the secondary sides. Bolton also teaches that a seat 
formed at sides of the main frame on which the respective sides of the secondary 
frame fit complementarily with the main and secondary traverses extending parallel 
to each other. Bolton also teaches two blade drums rotatable about respective 
transversely extending drum axes. Bolton also teaches that the vertical seats of the 
main frame having on each main side a respective horizontally extending steps. The 
outwardly extensions on both sides of the main frame are defined as the seats of the 
main frame. It should be noticed that the frame in Bolton has two separate sections 
which define the main frame and the secondary frame. However, Bolton does not 
teach that the end of the rotatable blade drums are journaled in the bearings and the 
each of the main sides of the main frame and the secondary frame parts has a half 
bearing race. Bolton also fails to teach fasteners securing the frame parts together 
with the secondary sides of the secondary frame pressed against the steps of the 
vertical seats of the main sides of the mains frame as set forth in claim 20. 
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Kranz (3,720,126) teaches a machine frame including a main frame part 
and a secondary frame part which is fastened to the main frame by fasteners. Kranz 
also teaches two drums having ends journaled in bearings. 

Kimmel (2,157,455) teaches half bearing races holding the bearing within 
them by being positioned on each side of the roll neck surfaces of the each working 
rolls. 

However, Bolton in view of Kranz and Kimmel fails to teach the secondary 
sides of the secondary frame pressed against the steps of the vertical seats of the main 
sides of the mains frame as set forth in claim 20. 

Bunch, Jr. (5,186,090) teaches a sheeting apparatus including a secondary 
frame having sides pressed against the steps of a main frame by a fastener. However, 
frame of sheeting apparatus in Bunch, Jr. in not combinable with Bolton's cross 
cutting apparatus because is structurally very different that the Bolton's apparatus and 
it would have not been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art to combine 
these two different structures together without hindsight from applicant's disclosure. 

None of these references by themselves or in combination with the other prior 
art cited teach the claimed invention set forth in claim 20. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

Ratxel (5,906,569), Pauson (4,1 1 1,120), Gottling et al (5,960,714), Gansky et al. 
(4,934,264), Pirrung et al. (5,5675,934), and Gladow (5,060,569) teach an apparatus 
having a main frame and a secondary frame secured to the main frame.
